TO THE EDITOR. 

The principal fubjc^te of the Chriftian Faith havc found 
their pface amongft the refl : fo that the Bov who has 
learned this Book, need not afk his School-fellow (as cme 
did of latc to ray knowledge) which is the higher, Jupiter 
or God Almighty f Thc moft comraon Nomenclatnre now 
in ufe, makes na mention of the name of GOD in the fin- 
gular number ; whilc it tcachcsvcry particularly thc names 
of Fan and Friapus^ VenuSf Mars, Bacchusy and all thc 
monilers of Gcntilifm : .as if Latin and Latinifts were con- 
Dcdbd with no keli^n but the Religion of Idols. It 
muft bc owing to tMs prejudice, fo early infuied, that 
many Scholars grow up with an habitual inditference to- 
ward Revelation : and when ihe Mind, thus deftitute of 
Truth, is at lcngth aflaulted by thc allnrements of Vice, 
what at firft was no more than ignorance and indiFerencc, 
degcnerates into averfion ; and they tnrn out poiitivc In* 
fidcls and Libertines. As this evil is in a progreffive flate, 
it is timc to look with cyes of impartiality (I may fay, 
fevcrity) into the enors of Modcrn Education, and to give 
fomethine of a Chriftian turn to thc Education of Chrif- 
tian Children ; that we may ftop that torrent of heathen 
principles and looie opinions, which hath been pouring in 
upon ns of latc years, to ovcrthrow this Church and 
Kiaedom. 

I havc takcn the liberty to infert a Chapter under the 
Title of Botanjy a ftudy much in vogue ; with another on 
the Deluge : and as the work was compofed before our 
Har<vey had demonftrated the Circulation of the Blood, I 
havc made the neceflary altcration in that part, and cor* 
redcd many crrors of tnc laft Edition. I wilh I had fuf- 
ficienc influence ta recommend it generally for thc ufe of 
Schools, to be kamed next in order after the I^atin Gram- 
mar and Syntax 9 being well affured it will lead to a copia 
wirborufH by thc fliorteft, fureft, and pleafanteil road ; and 
that it willalfb ferve taprevent in fome degree that Pagan 
ignorancc, to which many Boys are un^rtunately left, 
whiie thcy arc ac^uiring Lat^n iii their tender years, wiih 
^•ery contta^d vie^vsy and by vciy Snfu^cient methods.

oor Schohrt leani wlth Ddight and cheirfulnefs» and to conrey a folid 
and ttiefiil Knowledge of Things» with that of Languaees» in an eai}-» 
natnrai and iamiliar way. His DtdaBic H^erh (as they are now col* 
leded intoone Volume) (ta a fpecdy attaining the Knowledge of TlAnga 
and Words, joinM with the Difconrfea of Mr. Locke * and tvro or three 
more of our own Nadon, fbr ibniiing the Mind» and fettling good 
HabitSy may doubtiefs be lookM opon to contain the moft reafonablcy 
orderiy, and complete Syftem of the Art of Educatiooy that can be 
metwich. 

Yet, alas ! how few are there, who ibllow the way they havc 
pointed out ? though every one who feriouHy coniiders it, muft be con- 
vinc'd of thc Advantage ; and the generality of Schools go on in the 
fune old duU road, wherein a great ]>artof Children*s time is loft in a tire- 
fome heaping up a Pack of dry and unprofitable or pemicious Notions 
(for furely littic better can be faid of a great part of that HeatheniOi ftufF 
they are tormcnted with ; like the feeding thera with hard Nuts, 
wblch, when they have almoft broke their teeth with cracking, they 
find ejther dcaf, or to contain but very rotten and unwholfome Kemels) 
whilft Thingsrcally perfefiive of the Underlbandijigy and ufeful in evcry 
llatcofLIfc, areleft unrcgarded, to theRcproachof our Nation, where 
allother Arts are improved and Hourifh well, only this of Education of 
Youth is at a ftand ; as if that, the good or ill management of which 
is of thc utmoft confequence to all, were a thing not worth any En- 
deavours to improve it, or wasalready fo perfe^t and well executcd that 
it needed none, when many of the greateft Wifdom and Judgment in 
feveral Nations, have, widi a juft Indignation, endeavoured to expofe 
it, and tu eftabliih « more eafy and ufeful way in its room. 

Jt is not eafy to fay little on io important a Subjc^, but thus much 
may fuffice for the prefent purpofe. The Book has mcrit cnough to 
recommend itfelt to thofe who know how to makc a right ufe of it. It 
was reckoned one of the Anthur's beil performances j and beHdcs the 
snany Impreflions and Traaflatioas tt has had in parts beyond fea, has 
hcen feveral times rcprlnted here. It was endeavour'd no needlefs AI- 
terations ihould beadmitted jnithuEdition, andas little of any ascould 
confifi with the defjgn of maiung it piaiaand ufeful ; to /hun thc offence 
it n^ht give to fome ; and M\ the Roman and Italic CharaAer aiter* 
nately made ufe of, where tnmfplacjng of Words could he avoided.

And l\iu I guefs to be the 
reafon why many greater perfcns do rcfohe fometimea not 
to puc a child to fchool rill hc bc at leaft cleven or twelve 
years of a|e, prefuming that he having thc^ti tifeen notke 
of nioil diings» will fooner gct the knowledgc of the words 
which are applied to them in any language, But the grofs 
mifdcmeanour of fuch children, for the moft part, have 
taught many parents to be hally enough to fcnd their cwn 
to fchool ; if not that they n>ay leErn, yet (at leaft) th.it 
they mlght be kept ouE of h^m*s way ; and ycE if thcy do 
not proiit for thetime they have been at fchool, (no Tefpcdt 
at all being had of their years) the Mailer Ihall be fare 
CQDiigh to bear the blame. 

5o that a School-malier had need to bend his wits to 
come wiihin the compafs of a child^s capatity of frx or fevcn 
ycars of age (feeing we have now fuch commonly broaght

to inakc that ihey may learn with as much ddight and 
willingnef], as hinifelf would leach with dexterity and 
€aic. Aod at prefent I know no better he]|s to forward 
his yoong fcholars tlian thia little Book, which was for this

What profitablc nicinay be had ihereof^ refpeding chieHy 
that his own eountry and languagc, he himfcif hath told 
you in his preface ; but what ufe we may here make of it 
an our Grammar-fchoois, as it is now tranflatcd into En* 
t gUfli, l Ihall partJy declare, lcaving all other men (accord- 
"iiigtomy wont) to their own difcretibn and liberty, to 
ttfe it or refiife it, as they pleafe^ So foon then as a child 
can read Engliih perfe£llyj and is brought ns to fchool ta 
. Irarn Ladn, I would have him, together with his Acci- 
,4ence, tobe piovided of this Book, m whLch he may at 
^ lcaft once a day (hefides his Accidcnce) be thus cxercifed.

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IL LetY^reeui the Je/cripiion at large : Firftin Englifti, 
ftnd afterwards in Latin, till he can readily read, and 
diftindlly pronounce thc wordjr in both Languages, ever 
minding how they are fpelkd, And withal, let bim take 
notice of the figures infcf ted, and to what part of the pic- 
ture they direft by their like, till he be well able to find 
out every particularthing of himfelf, and to tiame it on a 
fndden, either in Engliih or Latin. Thus he fhall not 
only gain the moftprimitive words, but be underflandingly 
grounded in Orthography^ which is a thing too generalli 
fiegleSled by us ; partly becaufe our Englilh Schools think 
that children fhould learn it at the Latin, jind our Latin 
Schools fuppofe they have already learn'd it attheEhglifh; 
partlj^, becaufe our common Grammar is too much dcfec- 
tive m this part, and fcholars fo little exercifed thercin, 
that they pafs from fchools to the Univerfities, and return 
from thencc (fome of thcm) more unable to write true 
Englifh, than either Latin or Greek. Not to fpeak of 
our ordinary Tradefmen, many of whom write fuch falfe 
Englifh, that none but themfelves can interpret what thcy 
fcribble in their bills and fhop-bocks.

There is one thitig to be given notice ofj which I wiili 
could have been remedicd in this Tranilationj that the 
Book beingwrit in High-Dutch, dothexprefs many things 
in rcference to that Country md Speechj which caanot, 
without aheration of fome Pidures as well as words, be ex- 
preflfed in o^rs : foi the SymhlicalJIphahet is fi cted for I5_er 
man Children rather than for ours* And ;vhcreaii the 
wards of that Langtiage go orderly one for oac with the 
Latin, our Englifli propriety of Specch will not admit the 
likc, Thexefore it will behove thofe Mafters that iiitend 
to JBake ufe of this Bookj to conilrue it ^jerhatim to iheirj 
young ScholarSj who wi!l qtiickly learn to do it of them-

Yo 
ihen that have the care of iittle Children, do not mudi 
trcnible their thoughts and clog their mcmories with bare 
Oramitiar Rudimenis, which to them are harih in gettiuj 
and fluid in rctainiji^; becaufe indeed tDtheni thcy ligni 
fiothing, but a mere fvvjmming notion of a gcneral termV 
which they know not what it meanethi till ihey comp/e- 
hcndparticulars, but by thii or thc rikefubfidiary, iniorni 
themt firil with fonie knowiedge of tiiings and wurds whcre- 
widi tocxpr^fs them, and then thcir Ruiesof ipeaking will
